PARCELS  POST  CHARGES:  Orders  of  from  one  to  ten  roots,  can  gen*  , 
erally  be  shipped  cheaper  by  parcels  post.  Larger  orders  should  go  by  ex* 
press  or  freight.  Owing  to  the  multiplicity  of  Parcels  Post  rates  to  the  various 
Parcels  Post  zones,  we  request  all  “cash-in-advance”  customers  who  desire 
shipment  to  be  made  by  Parcels  Post,  to  remit  fifteen  cents  extra  for  the  first 
root  and  five  cents  extra  for  each  additional  root.

SIZE  OF  ROOTS:  Our  prices  are  based  on  liberal,  well  balanced  three  to 
five  eye  divisions,  cut  from  two  and  three  year  old  roots  and  which  should  not 
be  confused  with  divisions  cut  from  old  commercial  cut-flow’er  clumps  that  may 
have  lost  much  of  their  vitality.  The  three  to  five  eye  divisions,  through  years 
of  thorough  testing,  have  proven  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  and  economical 
size  to  buy  and  we  recommend  them  to  our  customers. 

WHEN  WE  SHIP:  We  begin  shipping  as  soon  after  September  first  as 
conditions  will  permit,  and  we  continue  shipping  throughout  the  months  of 
September,  October  and  November,  all  of  which  months  are  equally  suitable 
for  successful  planting  of  Peonies. 

TERMS:  Remittance  in  full  with  order,  less  five  per  cent,  from  individu¬ 
als  or  companies  not  satisfactorily  rated.

Instructions  For  Growing  Bulbous  Iris 

Plant  out  of  doors  in  the  fall  about  October  10th  to  October  15th.  Plant 
in  beds  the  same  as  onions,  bulbs  to  be  set  about  four  to  six  inches  apart  and 
four  inches  deep.  In  the  northern  states,  after  first  freeze,  protect  the  bed 
with  a  covering  of  one  inch  of  straw  or  other  suitable  mulch  material  that  the 
tops  can  readily  grow  through.  Plant  in  well  drained  soil.  Sandy  soil  is 
probably  most  suitable.  Raw  ground  bone  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil 
before  planting  is  a  safe  fertilizer.  Take  up  the  bulbs  each  year  when  tops 
are  dead,  and  store  in  dry,  well  ventilated  building.

Suggestions  for  Planting 

Peonies  should  be  planted  in  the  fall,  and  are  equally  successful  when 
planted  at  any  time  from  September  first  until  the  ground  freezes  too  deep  to 
allow  planting.  They  succeed  best  in  good  quality,  well  drained  garden  soil, 
such  as  would  produce  a  good  crop  of  Irish  Potatoes.  Do  not  plant  Peonies  in 
very  sandy  soil — they  are  not  likely  to  succeed. 

Place  roots  in  their  natural  position,  two  to  four  feet  apart  (for  perma¬ 
nent  cut-flower  planting,  rows  may  be  four  feet  apart,  plants  three  feet  apart 
in  the  row',  or  3%x3%  feet  will  be  preferred  by  some)  with  new  eyes  two 
inches  below  the  surface  of  the-  ground.  Many  growers  plant  as  close  as  8x3 
feet. 

An  application  of  raw  ground  bone  (bone  meal)  thoroughly  mixed  with  the 
soil  at  planting  time,  will  supply  sufficient  plant  food  for  a  year  or  two.  A  top 
dressing  of  hardwood  ashes,  applied  in  early  spring,  would  assist  in  quick  root 
development. 

Soil  should  be  well  prepared  by  plowing  or  spading  and  cultivating  to 
a  depth  of  eight  inches  or  more  and  allowed  to  settle  for  a  few  days  prior  to 
setting  the  roots. 

On  some  types  of  soil,  a  light  covering  of  straw  or  leaves  for  the  first 
wnnter  will  prevent  the  newly  set  roots  from  heaving  out  because  of  alternate 
freezing  and  thawing. 

Remove  covering  of  straw  or  leaves  from  directly  over  the  plants,  in  early 
spring,  before  Peonies  come  through  the  ground.  When  Peonies  are  up  a  few 
inches,  cultivate  thoroughly  and  often  throughout  the  growing  season.
